ROA Calls For Congressional Help To Win Training Funds 


ITHOUT waiting for Congress to 

officially reopen its doors on 10 
January, the Reserve Officers Associa- 
tion is seeking Capitol Hill help to win 
back Reserve training funds chopped 
from the Pentagon budget by Secretary 
McNamara. 

ROA President, RAdm. John E. Harlin, 
has asked the Chairmen of the House 
and Senate Armed Services Committees 
to use their influence “to prevail upon 
the Secretary of Defense to restore the 
funds.” 

In letters to House Chairman Carl 
Vinson (D-Ga) and Senate Chairman 
Richard B. Russell (D-Ga), Admiral 
Harlin characterized the Pentagon ac- 
tion as “incredible.” 

He charged that Secretary McNamara 
has “impounded” $4 million in Air Force 
Reserve training funds and has trans- 
ferred Naval Reserve training funds to 
other activities. 

The ROA chief said his organization 
also has received “reliable, although 
almost inconceivable, reports that the 
Secretary of Defense contemplates elim- 
inating ten divisions from the Army 
Reserve.” 





ZEUS SUPPORT? 

The Air Force, in submitting 
its FY '63 budget to Secretary of 
Defense McNamara, failed to in- 
clude any funds request for sup- 
Port of the Army Nike Zeus anti- 
missile missile test program. 

Secretary McNamara caught this 
Oversight. He told the Air Force 
to include $5.9 million for Zeus 
help.

Admiral Harlin told the Committee 
Chairmen that the action, even if de- 
liberately designed for the purpose, 
could not “be better devised to give 
credence to the position taken by some 
that the emergency is indeed a ‘phony’.”

First Aerospace Research Pilots 


Graduate Course At USAF Test Center | 


HE Air Force graduated the first class 

of its Aerospace Research Pilot Course 
at Edwards AFB, Calif., on 15 December, 
when diplomas were awarded: Majors 
Thomas V. McElmurray, Robert S. Bu- 
chanan, Frank Borman, Captain James A. 
McDivitt, and Mr. William G. Schweikard. 


Brig. Gen, Irving L. Branch, Flight 
Test Center Commander, noted that in 
the past pilots had been selected and 
trained for specific projects only. “While 
this system was effective,” the general 
said, “the increasing need for space- 
oriented pilots has made it necessary for 
the Air Force to establish this course. We 
envision a great need for such highly- 
trained pilots as the Air Force progresses 
beyond X-15 manned rockets into subor- 
bital, orbital, and finally true space 
flight.” 


Four of the graduating students will 
remain with the Aerospace Research 
Pilots School as instructors. The fifth, 
Captain McDivitt, will return to his duties 
as a test pilot-engineer with the Flight 
Test Center.

General Branch emphasized that grad- | 


uates of the school would not be ear- 
marked for any specific project. “They 
may be space pilots, engineers or mana- 
gers or project officers of aerospace proj- 
ects. We are not training for specific proj- 
ects, but developing men who can take 
over any phase of our space work.” 

The current course began in June, but 
future courses will take eight months. 
The instruction will include such strictly 
aerospace phases as familiarization with 
subgravity; training with reaction con- 
trols which permit flying a plane under 
varying gravity conditions; evaluating 
peculiar stability characteristics of space 
flight where aerodynamic controls are 
useless; and study of functions and test 
methods peculiar to space flight. 

Additional studies will embrace New- 
tonian mechanics, thermodynamics, fluid 
mechanics, boundary layer theory, heat 
transfer, dynamics of rarefied gases, Ein- 
stein’s theory of relativity, meteorology, 
astronomy, orbital mechanics, trajector- 
ies, and other subjects pertinent to outer- 
space flight.

Backs Reserve 


Call-Up; Praises Army Increase 


HE necessity for calling Reservists to 

active duty with the Armed Forces 
was strongly defended by Chairman 
Carl Vinson (D-Ga) of the House Armed 
Services Committee upon his return to 
Washington this week. 

The powerful House leader backed 
President’s Kennedy’s “firm and decisive 
action” and said it has been “justified in 
every respect.” 

He made the announcement after con- 
ferring with Secretary of the Army Elvis 
J. Stahr. 

Chairman Vinson added, however, that 
he is hopeful it will not be necessary to 
take similar steps again. He said he is 
“encouraged” by the Defense Depart- 
ment’s decision to create “two new per- 
manent combat divisions for the Army” 
and he hopes that Army strength and 
the strength of the other Services “will 
be maintained at a level that will per- 





mit us to meet any likely type of ag- 
gression in the future.” 

Chairman Vinson observed that “there 
is every indication that the Department 
of Defense plans to maintain an Army 
of 16 combat-ready divisions for the 
foreseeable future.” 

He said he discussed the status of the 
Army with Secretary Stahr at a meet- 
ing in Vinson’s office on 20 December 
and will discuss it again at hearings the 
Armed Services Committee will conduct 
next month on the Nation’s defense pos- 
ture. 

“The Committee on Armed Services 
will undoubtedly make specific recom- 
mendations with regard to our man- 
power strengths and our ability to pro- 
cure new and modern weapons at a 
pace consistent with our security re- 
quirements,” he said. 

Chairman Vinson added that he thinks

This means that Secretary McNamara’s total obligational authority request, 
subject to final White House change, is $51.6 billion. 

This is $4.5 billion or 9.5% greater than the current obligational authority of 
$47.1 billion. 

Congress provided $47.9 billion in new funds for fiscal '62, but $780.3 million 
was withheld. 

Here is the text of the communication from Secretary of Defense Mc- 
Namara to Budget Bureau Director David Bell, in which the fiscal '63 budget 
program is revealed: 


23 Dec. 


HE estimates of new obligational authority required for the military functions 

of the Department of Defense for fiscal year 1963 total $50,769,955,000, which 
includes $692,500,000 for Civil Defense. In addition, I propose the: transfer of $395,- 
000,000 from stock funds in lieu of new appropriations, The estimates of new 
obligational authority by appropriation title, and the proposed transfers from stock 
funds, are shown in Attachment “A.” 

The amounts of new obligational authority requested include the estimates 
for the military construction and major procurement programs in anticipation of 
the early enactment of the proposed construction authorization legislation, as well 
as the authorization of funds for aircraft, missiles, and naval vessels required 





pursuant to Section 412(b) of Public Law 86-149, approved August 10, 1959.

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Time Running Out For DoD Support Of Morale 


With the return to Washington of Defense Secretary Robert S. 
McNamara, it is time the Pentagon administration settled down to the 
task of revising its 1962 legislative program so as to include provision 
for those items necessary to strengthen Service morale. A nega- 
tive start was made immediately upon Secretary McNamara’s arrival 
this week, when he rescinded the $1 out-patient fee planned for Service 
families. Much more remains to be accomplished along positive lines. 

The present Defense Department legislative program under study 
at the Bureau of the Budget, does not include many of the morale 
boosting projects backed by Mr. McNamara’s predecessors. On the other 
hand, some morale items on the current program are given rather low 
priorities, such as the No. 10 rating given to the proposal to equalize 
retired pay. 

Omitted from the current program are such proven requirements 
as: correction of the outdated dual-compensation and dual-employment 
statutes, isolated duty pay, USCOA tax exemptions, alert pay for SAC 
crewmen, family separation allowances, and others. 

Members of the Services and their families expect, too, that their 
superiors at the Department of Defense will support them in the matter 
of pay increases. Plans appear to have progressed considerably for sub- 
stantial increases in the pay of civilian government employees. It has been 
reported that President Kennedy has tentatively approved the appoint- 
ment of a high-level committee to advise him on these civilian increases. 
Current discussion talks of increasing cabinet members’ pay from $25,000 
to $35,000, and the setting of a new top of $30,000 for approximately 
1,500 Executive Pay Act positions. Grade GS-18s would go from $18,500 
to $21,000 or $22,000. In fact, the boost in cost would be so high that 
the administration is planning to spread the increases over three years. 

A logical step for Secretary McNamara to take would be to suggest 
the inclusion of some experts on Service pay on the President’s advisory 
group. The President’s plan, it is said, is to make government pay more 
nearly comparable to pay in business and industry. Certainly, this is as 
necessary in the uniformed Services as it is in civilian government jobs. 

The present administration at the Pentagon has not been noted for 
its attention to Service morale. Now is the time to correct that situation 
by including Service welfare matters in the budget and legislative pro- 
grams and making a stand for Service pay instead of letting it lag 
way behind that of civilians. 


*““We Live And Learn’”’ 


Deputy Secretary of Defense Roswell L. Gilpatric has earned the 
admiration of the Services and the nation in admitting that a mistake 
was made in the role of the Reserve Forces in cold war and that the 
thinking of the Department is being revised accordingly. One result of 
this change in thinking has been the decision to add two more Regular 
Army divisions to the standing force. 

It would have been easy for Mr. Gilpatric to dodge the question, 
to proceed on the idea that everything has been up to expectations, and 
subsequently begin to release the Reserve units from active duty. But 
he did not; he faced the situation straight-forward and said that “some 
of our thinking has been revised.” 

Subsequently, on the matter of releasing the Reserves, he added, 
“We live and learn. We will try to do better on the release than we 
did on the activation.” 

Last May, it will be recalled, the Army was denied an increase in 
manpower. The statement was made then that National Guard and Re- 
serve divisions could be “ready” in three to five weeks. But it appears 
that what was meant was that the divisions could be ready for intensive 
training, not overseas combat, in such short periods. This was at the very 
time that Chairman Carl Vinson of the House Armed Services Committee 


was attempting to get increases in Army personnel strength and appro- 
priations for weapons. 

We hope that the current problems, and the final decision to 
strengthen the Army will lead the civilian managers of the Defense

ARMY AVIATOR, NAMED SIGNAL CENTER COFS 


AJ. GEN. William D. Hamlin, Commander, has announced appointment 
of Col. Jules E. Gonseth, jr., a Senior Army Aviator, as CofS of the 
Army Signal Training Command and Ft. Monmouth, N. J. 

Colonel Gonseth, graduated from the University of Illinois in ’34, volun- 
teered for extended active duty in ’40 and remained in military service until 
May 1946 when he was released and was promoted to Colonel, Signal Corps 
Reserve. He was integrated into the Regular Army in March 1947. 

In November 1951 he was recalled from a planning mission to Europe 
to attend the advanced course of the Aviation Department of the Artillery 
School. He had been engaged in aviation as a hobby since 1939, and due to 
this experience he was advanced to the next class, the first student to do 
so in the history of the school. He graduated in February 1952, and is now 
a Senior Army Aviator. He is qualified in both fixed and rotary wing air- 
craft, single and multi-engine, and holds a Special Instrument Rating. 

After a short tour of duty as plans and policy officer in the Office of 
the Chief Signal Officer in Washington, during which time he planned the 
Signal Corps Army Aviation Center at Monmouth, which he activated. He 
became its first commanding officer in January 1953. He entered the Army 
War College in August, 1953, graduated in June 1954 and was assigned as 
Assistant Commandant of the Army Aviation School, then located at Ft. Sill, 
Okla. In August, 1954, the school was moved to Ft. Rucker, Ala., with Colonel 
Gonseth continuing to serve as Assistant Commandant. He transferred to 
Edward Gary AFB, Tex., in June, 1956, was detailed to the Air Force, and 
became the Base Commander in July 1956. In December 1956 the Air Base 
was transferred to the Army and Colonel Gonseth became the first com- 
mander of Camp Gary, San Marcos, Tex. 

In September 1958 he was transferred to the Army Electronic Proving 
Ground, Ft. Huachuca, Ariz., to become Chief, Aviation Department. In 
December 1958 he was appointed Deputy CofS of the installations, and in 
April 1960 he was advanced to Assistant Deputy Commander. In August 
1960 he was designated Assistant CofS, J6, United Nations Command, United 
States Forces, Korea. He returned to the United States last September.

SUBJECT: STANDARDS OF 
CONDUCT 


(a) DoD Directive 5500.7, sub-

(b) DoD Directive 1005.3, ‘‘Decorations, 
Awards, and Gifts from Foreign Govern- 
ments”’ 


I. PURPOSE AND SCOPE 


A. This Directive prescribes the standards 
of conduct, relating to possible conflict be- 
tween private interests and official duties, 
required of all military and civilian Depart- 
ment of Defense personnel, regardless of 
assignment. Close adherence to these prin- 
ciples, it is believed, will insure compliance 
with the high ethical standards demanded 
of all public servants. 

B. There is attached a copy of Executive 
Order 10939 of May 5, 1961, which pre- 
scribes special standards applicable to Pres- 
idential appointees and others (see In- 
closure 1). 

C. This Directive is also intended to insure 
that DoD personnel do not knowingly trans- 
act business with persons who are within 
statutory prohibitions or under circum- 
stances where there may be a possible con- 
flict of interest between Governmental duties 
and private affairs. It is in consonance with 
the Code of Ethics for Government Service 
contained in House Concurrent Resolution 
175, 85th Congress, which is applicable to all 
DoD personnel, (see Inclosure 2). 


I. CANCELLATION 


Reference (a) is hereby superseded and 
cancelled on the effective date of this Direc- 
tive. 


Il, DEFINITION 


The term DoD personnel as used in this 
Directive, unless the context indicates other- 
wise, means all civilian officers and employ- 
ees of all the offices, agencies, and depart- 
ments in the Department of Defense, and 
all officers, warrant officers and enlisted 
members of the Army, Navy, Air Force and 
Marine Corps. 


IV. CONFLICTS OF INTEREST 
A. General 


All DoD personnel are bound to refrain 
from any private business or professional 
activity which would place them in a posi- 
tion where there is a conflict between their 
private interests and the public interest of 
the United States. DoD personnel will not 
engage in any private activity which in- 
volves the improper use of information 
gained through a DoD position. DoD per- 
sonnel must not use the prerogatives of 
their official positions for their personal 
benefit or on behalf of relatives or friends 
who have business dealing with the DoD. 
Even though a technical conflict of interest, 
as set forth in the statutes cited in Inclo- 
sure 3 may not exist, it is desirable to avoid 
the appearance of such a conflict from a 
Public confidence point of view. 


B. Disqualifying Financial Interest 

In any case where DoD personnel have 
any financial interest in any business entity, 
or have arranged or are negotiating for 
their subsequent employment by such entity, 
they are disqualified from representing the 
DoD in dealings of any kind with entity. 

C. Disqualification Procedure 

1. In any matter where, in accordance 
with B. above, DoD personnel believe that 
they should be disqualified from taking 
action in a particular matter, they will so 
inform an appropriate superior and will 
thereupon be relieved of their duty and 
responsibility in that particular matter. In 
addition, where a superior thinks anyone 
Tesponsible to him may have a disqualify- 
ing interest, he will discuss the matter with 
that person, and, if he finds such an interest 
does not exist, he will relieve the person of 
duty and responsibility in the particular 
Matter. In cases of disqualification under 
this paragraph, the matter will be reas- 
Signed for decision and action to someone 
else who is not subordinate to the disquali- 
fled person. 

2. Apropriate officials in the office of the 
Secretary of each military department shall 





be designated as responsible for proper co- 
ordination and disposition of all problems 
relating to conflict of interest, in accordance 
with regulations to be prescribed by the 
respective Secretaries. In the Office of the 
Secretary of Defense the General Counsel, 
or his designee, will handle these matters. 


3. Membership in a Reserve component of 
the armed forces or in the National Guard 
does not, in itself, prevent a person from 
practicing his civilian profession or occupa- 
tion before, or in connection with, any de- 
partment (5 U.S.C. 30 r (c), (d) ). 


D. Criminal and Other Statutes Applicable 
to Conflict of Interests. 


See Inclosure 3. 
E. Information to Personnel 


Provision will be made to inform new 
personnel of the standards of conduct speci- 
fied in this Directive upon employment. Pro- 
vision also will be made to bring the stand- 
ards of conduct, through appropriate means, 
to the attention of all persornel at least 
semi-annually. Personnel will be advised 
how to obtain additional clarification of 
standards of conduct and related laws, rules 
and regulations. 


Vv. DEALING WITH PRESENT AND FOR- 
MER MILITARY AND CIVILIAN PER- 
SONNEL 
DoD personnel will not knowingly deal 

with military or civilian personnel, or for- 

mer military or civilian personnel of the 

Government, if such action will result in a 

violation of a statute or policy set forth in 

this Directive. 


VI. RETIRED REGULAR OFFICERS 

A. Prosecution of Claims 

A regular retired officer of the armed 
forces may not, within two years of his 
retirement, act as agent or attorney for 
prosecuting any claim against the Govern- 
ment, or assist in the prosecution of such a 
claim or receive any gratuity or any share 
of or interest in such claim in consideration 
for having assisted in the prosecution of 
such a claim, if such claim involves the 
department in whose service he holds a 
retired status. Nor may a regular retired 
officer at any time act as an agent or at- 
torney for prosecuting any claim against 
the Government or assist in prosecution of 
such claim, or receive any gratuity or any 
share of or interest in such a claim in con- 
sideration for having assisted in the prose- 
ecution of such claim, if such claim involves 
any subject matter with which he was di- 
rectly connected while on active duty. 


B. Selling or Contracting for Sale 

No regular retired officer of the Armed 
Forces will sell, contract for the sale of, or 
negotiate for the sale of anything to the 
military department in which he has retired 
status in violation of applicable statutory 
restrictions. Retired pay of a regular retired 
officer is subject to forfeiture during any 
period within two years of his retirement 
if he sells for himself or another any sup- 
plies or war materials to the Department of 
Defense, Coast Guard, Coast and Geodetic 
Survey, or the Public Health Service. For 
the purpose of this section, selling means 
(1) signing a bid, proposal, or contract, 
(2) negotiating a contract, or (3) contacting 
an officer or employee of the Department 
of Defense for the purpose of (i) obtaining 
or negotiating contracts, (ii) negotiating or 
discussing changes in specifications, price, 
cost allowances, or other terms of a con- 
tract, or (iii) settling disputes concerning 
performance of a contract, (4) any other 
liaison activity with a view toward the ulti- 
mate consummation of a sale even though 
the actual contract therefor is subsequently 
negotiated by another person. However, it 
is not the intent of this Directive to pre- 
clude a retired officer from accepting em- 
ployment with private industry solely be- 
cause his employer is a contractor with the 
Government. 


VII. RESERVE PERSONNEL 


A. Members of the reserve components of 
the Armed Forces who are on active duty 
other than for training are “‘officers’’ or 
“employees’’ of the United States for the 
purpose of bringing them within the statutes 
cited in paragraph A of Inclosure 3. When 
members are released from active duty, 
they become former personnel for the pur- 





pose of bringing them within paragraph B 
of Inclosure 3. 

B. Members of the reserve components, 
whether in the Ready, Standby or Retired 
Reserve, who are not on active duty are 
not, solely because of their status as Re- 
serves, considered to be officers of the 
United States for the purpose of bringing 
them within the statutes cited in paragraphs 
A and B of Inclosure 3. 

C. Reccipt of retired pay by Reserves or 
former Reserves does not, in itself, make 
such personnel officers or employees, or 
former officers or employees, of the United 
States for the purpose of bringing them 
within the statutes cited in paragraphs A 
and B of Inclosure 3. Paragraph C of Inclos- 
ure 3 does not apply to retired Reserves. 

D. Reserves who are on active duty for 
training do not become officers or employees 
of the United States for the purpose of 
bringing them within the statutes cited in 
paragraphs A and B of Inclosure 3 solely be- 
cause they are on active duty for training, 
however, Reserves are subject to the policies 
prescribed in this Directive. 


VIII. STATEMENT OF EMPLOYMENT BY 

REGULAR RETIRED OFFICERS 

A. Each regular retired officer of the 
armed forces shall file with the Department 
in which he holds a retired status a State- 
ment of Employment (DD Form 1357). Each 
regular officer retiring hereafter shall file 
this Statement within thirty days after re- 
tirement. Whenever the information in the 
statement is no longer accurate, each such 
officer shall file a new DD Form 1357, In- 
closure 4. 

B. The Military Departments shall appro- 
priately review the Statements of Employ- 
ment to assure compliance with applicable 
statutes and regulations. 


IX. GRATUITIES 

A. DoD personnel will not accept any 
favor, gratuity, or entertainment directly or 
indirectly, from any person, firm, corpora- 
tion, or other entity which has engaged, is 
engaged, or is endeavoring to engage in 
procurement activities or business trans- 
actions of any sort with any agency of the 
DoD, where such favor, gratuity, or enter- 
tainment might affect, or might reasonably 
be interpreted as affecting, the impartiality 
of such personnel. If they believe that an 
offer of a favor, gratuity, or entertainment 
may constitute attempted bribery, they will 
promptly report the offer to their immediate 
superior, who, if he believes the offer may 
constitute an attempted bribe, will report 
it promptly, pursuant to departmental pro- 
cedures. Any question or doubt on the part 
of the immediate superior will be resolved 
in favor of reporting this matter. 

B. Gifts from foreign governments shall be 
handled in accordance with DoD Directive 
1005.3, reference (b). 


X. OFFICIAL REPRESENTATION FUNDS 

Use of official representation funds shall be 
subject to the approval of the Secretary of 
Defense, the Deputy Secretary of Defense or 
the Secretaries of the military departments. 
Funds are to be utilized only for official en- 
tertainment to maintain the standing and 
prestige of the United States by extending 
official courtesies to certain officials and dig- 
nitaries of the United States and foreign 
countries. 


XI. USE OF GOVERNMENT FACILITIES, 
PROPERTY, AND MANPOWER 
A. Government facilities, property, and 
manpower, such as stenographic and typing 
assistance, mimeograph services, and chauf- 





feur services, shall be used only for official 
government business. This section is not in- 
tended to preclude the use of Government 
facilities for activities which would further 
military-community relations provided they 
do not interfere with the military missions. 

B. Special mission aircraft shall be used 
only for official purposes and such use shall 
be approved by the Secretary of Defense, the 
Deputy Secretary of Defense, the Secretaries 
of the military departments, the Chairman 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, the Chiefs of 
Staff, Army and Air Force, the Chief of Naval 
Operations, or the Commandant of the Marine 
Corps. 

C. Motor Vehicles 


1. Full-time assignment of official vehicles 
to officials of the Department of Defense 
at the Seat of Government shall be subject 
to the approval of the Secretary of Defense 
or the Deputy Secretary of Defense. Full- 
time assignments at field installations will 
be subject to the approval of the Secretary 
of the military department concerned. 

2. Defense personnel authorized full-time 
use of official vehicles shall not use such ve- 
hicles for other than the actual performance 
of official duties. Vehicles authorized on a 
full-time basis shall not be reassigned to 
others not entitled to such use. 

3. Other administrative use of motor ve- 
hicles shall be authorized only when official 
transportation is essential to the successful 
operation of activities of the Government. 


4. Use of motor vehicles, whether authorized 
on a full-time or trip basis, is not authorized 
for the official concerned, members of his 
family, or others, for private business or per- 
sonal social engagements. Questions with re- 
gard to the official nature of a particular use 
shall be resolved in favor of strict compliance 
with statutory restrictions. 


XII. PROHIBITION OF CONTRIBUTIONS 
OR PRESENTS TO SUPERIORS 


No officer or employee in the United States 
Government employ shall at any time solicit 
contributions from other officers or employees 
in the Government service for a gift or present 
to those in a superior official position; nor 
shall any such officials or superiors receive 
any gift or present offered or presented to 
them as a contribution from persons in Gov- 
ernment employ receiving a less salary than 
themselves; nor shall any officer or employee 
make any donation as a gift or present to any 
official superior. Every person who violates 
this section shall be summarily discharged 
from the Government employ. (R. S. 1784; 
5 U.S.C. 113). 


XIII. USE OF CIVILIAN AND MILITARY 
TITLES IN CONNECTION WITH COM- 
MERCIAL ENTERPRISES 


A. All civilian and regular military person- 
nel, including retired and reserve component 
personnel on extended active duty, are pro- 
hibited from using their civilian and military 
titles or positions in connection with any 
commercial enterprise or in endorsing any 
commercial product. (The foregoing shall not 
be deemed to preclude publication by such 
personnel of books, articles, etc., which iden- 
tify them as author by reference to their mil- 
itary title or position, provided that publica- 
tion of such material by such personnel has 
been authorized by, and the material itself 
has been cleared by the Office of the Secre- 
tary of Defense under existing DoD proce- 
dures.) 

B. All retired personnel and all members of

BREAKING THE BUDGET BARRIER is a 
fiscal saga of what happens between (1) the 
time that the Pentagon says that there will be 
no dollar ceiling in preparing the next budget 
—this is usually in the summer—and (2) the 
moment of truth when the Budget Bureau takes 
command—always in late autumn. 


THE FY ’63 TALE: The Journal uncovered 
(17 June) and DoD subsequently released a 
lengthy pronouncement by Comptroller Charles 
J. Hitch concerning Program Packages and Pro- 
gram Elements for the fiscal year that begins 
1 July 62. Mr. Hitch emphasized that in pre- 
paring the budget, there would be no arbitrary 
dollar limitations. 


THE STORY MOVED FORWARD toward 
its inevitable climax as The Journal uncovered 
(7 October) and DoD subsequently did not re- 
lease, tentative guidelines approved by Secre- 
tary of Defense McNamara for FY ’63 Armed 
Forces budgeting. At this stage, the Defense 
Secretary indicated to the Service Secretaries 
that initial approval had been given to projects 
that would require $53.7 billion in obligational 
authority. 


THE BUDGET FINALE saw BoB move front 
and center, as it must do each year. BoB officials 
were less concerned with the theory of Program 
Packages and Program Elements than with the 
practice of squaring the defense budget with the 
President’s overall fiscal plan for the Govern- 
ment. That’s why Secretary McNamara has 
advised DoD Budget Director David Bell (see 
Page 1) that new obligational authority, ex- 
clusive of appropriated funds that were with- 
held, will be $50.8 billion. Spending will be held 
to $48.5 million. 


COMPTROLLER HITCH has made a strong 
point in public statements during the past year 
regarding the advantages of the 5-year Pro- 
gram Package approach to Armed Forces 
budgetary actions. Against these expressions of 
a Pentagon newcomer must be set a succinct 
statement made by veteran Pentagon Deputy De- 
fense Secretary Roswell L. Gilpatric at his last 
news conference. 


MR. GILPATRIC WAS ASKED if the Penta- 
gon had formulated a 5-year “package” for 
Civil Defense. He said that this had not been 
done. He commented, with characteristic candor, 
that it is impossible to commit Congress beyond 
one year in the matter of Defense appropria- 
tions. 


THROUGH THE YEARS, there have been 2 
“hot potato” subjects which Pentagon bosses 
often have sought to dodge at news conferences 
—Reserve Forces and Civil Defense. Deputy 
Secretary Gilpatric, at last week’s news con- 
ference, fielded a barrage of questions on (1) 
what had gone wrong in Reserve Forces plan- 
ning, and (2) what was going to be done about 
Civil Defense. He won unanimous plaudits 
from newsmen for his efforts to answer all 
questions in as illuminating detail as possible. 


BUDGET TESTIMONY will be a dictating 
factor, but Secretary McNamara hopes early in 
62 to make a number of trips outside Washing- 
ton to confer with military commanders and to 


visit the Fighting Forces in the field. Sources’ 


close to the Secretary say that he was enthused 
with his “on the scene” talks with the Air Na- 
tional Guardsmen in France, and with the senior 
commanders in Hawaii (see Page 11). 


A MARINE GENERAL will be assigned next 
month to the new Defense Supply Agency. He 
is Brig. Gen. Paul R. Tyler, 48, USMA ’36, who 
is CG of the Marine Corps Supply Activity in 
Philadelphia. General Tyler will serve under Lt. 
Gen. Andrew T. McNamara, USA. 
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A RETIREMENT POLICY change for senior 
generals could be in prospect. Army Informa- 
tion officials would give only a “no comment” 
response to a query concerning possibility of a 
new study of 35-and-5 retirements. The Army 
retains its generals on active duty until they 
reach age 60. The AF retires them when they 
reach 35-and-5, regardless of age. There are 
rumors, without official confirmation, that Sec- 
retary McNamara and the President are con- 
sidering a uniform policy for the Services, pos- 
sibly adopting the Air Force policy, with ex- 
ceptions as required by the needs of the Service. 
Next week’s issue of The Journal will report 
the names of generals who will have 35-and-5 in 
’62, as compiled by an analysis of official reg- 
isters and biographies. 


A BILLION DOLLAR PRICETAG goes on 
retired military pay for the next fiscal year. 
This outlay will rise sharply during the next 5 
years. 


PAY JUSTICE for military people who were 
retired before 1 June ’58 will be sought in the 
next session of Congress by Secretary of De- 
fense McNamara. He has proposed to the Bu- 
reau of the Budget that $30.1 million in obliga- 
tional authority be provided in the fiscal ’63 
budget for this purpose. 


SECRETARY MC NAMARA’S ACTION in 
making the retired pay recomputation part of 
the Defense Budget raises the hope that he will 
give his personal leadership to this problem, 
and will insist that his subordinates do every- 
thing possible to gain favorable action on 
Capitol Hill. President Kennedy is on record in 
support of military pay recomputation. 


PROJECT SQUID, the 15-year $550,000 per 
year long range Navy research program in air- 
craft, missile and space propulsion will be 
transferred next October from Princeton to the 
University of Virginia. Dr. John B. Fenn of 
Princeton will be succeeded by Dr. John E. 
Scott, jr., Professor of Aeronautical Engineer- 
ing at Virginia, as Project Director. 


WEST POINT FOOTBALL, slated to get 
increased emphasis with the designation of a 
new coach, could be hit in a trap play. Chairman 
Clarence Cannon (D-Mo) of the House Appro- 
priations Committee, restating a viewpoint ex- 
pressed in testimony by VAdm. H. G. Rickover, 
has asked Secretary of Defense McNamara 
about the relationship of varsity athletics to 
the overall training at the Service Academies. 
This is certain to be a matter on which Chair- 
man Cannon will interrogate Pentagon and 
Service Academy officials in their forthcoming 
budget testimony. 


THE ARMY FEARS that some personnel poli- 
cies it has been forced to impose during recent 
months to “reduce personnel turbulence”— 
notably extension of tours—could have a tem- 
porary adverse effect on the reenlistment rate. 
From a low of 17.2% in FY ’58, the re-up rate 
among soldiers completing a first term rose to 
26% in FY ’61, then dropped to 24.3% for the 
first 3 months of this fiscal year. The career 
re-up rate went up from 80.4% to 87.3%, then 
dropped to 85.8%. 


ON THE ENLISTMENT FRONT, the Army 
reports comparable progress. During the last 
fiscal year, 116,093 soldiers signed up volun- 
tarily, compared to 102,114 the year before and 
only 72,621 in FY ’58. During the 3 months of 
FY ’62, enlistments were up more than 16% 
compared to last year. WAC enlistments are up 
more than 50%. 


ARMY AVIATORS are on notice that the 
annual Flight Status Review Boards which meet 
early next year will order officers grounded 
only on the basis that they have failed to meet 
minimum standards of performance, or have 
insufficient potential for continued aviation 
duty. Army officials say that “since no restric- 
tive ceiling is anticipated” for this fiscal year, 
no aviators will be tabbed for removal from 
flying status because they are “excess to re- 
quirements.” 


PROFICIENCY PAY in the Armed Forces has 
been hit by the budget axe. Secretary McNamara 
has told the Service Secretaries they must re- 
duce their proposals for $50 and $100 per month 
payments in the next fiscal year. Although 
authorized by Congress, there will be no $150 
category payments. The Service Secretaries 
asked $114.2 million for Pro Pay; Secretary 
McNamara cut this by $8.6 million to $105.6 mil- 
lion. Here’s what the Service Secretaries asked 
in terms of numbers, and here in parentheses is 
what Secretary McNamara told them they could 
have: Army, 92,601 (91,700); Navy, 62,704 (56,- 
800); Marine Corps, 18,580 (14,500); and Air 
Force, 86,788 (80,900). The reason the Army 
was cut less than the other Services is that it 
moved more slowly than the others to fill 
authorized Pro Pay spaces. 


A NEW EXAMPLE of the multi-million dol- 
lar costs to the Government because of sub- 
standard housing provided in the Wherry Pro- 
gram comes to light at the Camp Pendleton, 
Calif., Marine Corps Base. It will cost about 
$5 million to renovate 1,562 units there and 
convert them to public housing. 


SEAT BELTS are a new “must” for vehicles 
transporting SAC missilemen from base to mis- 
sile sites. General Thomas S. Power, SAC CinC, 
has directed that seat belts be installed in gov- 
ernment-owned vehicles assigned to or under 
control of missile support bases. 


BUDGET BUREAU PRESSURE to force a 
maximum of 50% enlisted strength in pay grades 
E-3 and above is being resisted by Secretary 
of Defense McNamara. He has agreed, however, 
to a slash in Army NCO strength, as revealed 
exclusively in last week’s issue of The Journal. 
The present % breakdown by Services is: Army, 
53; Navy, 55.5; Marine Corps, 40; and AF, 
58.5. Secretary McNamara agreed to continua- 
tion of the present percentages, with the excep- 
tion that the Army faces the prospect of a drop 
to 50.5% in the new budget. This will cost 
soldiers thousands of promotion spaces. 


AEROSPACE VEHICLES are being given 
new AF designations. Among the first: Atlas 
ICBM, now tabbed the PG 1A and Thor IRBM, 
PG 2A. The “P” indicates “Soft Pad, Non- 
protected stored and launched above ground.” 
The “G” means “launched from a ground vehicle 
other than a railroad car” insofar as “Launch 
Environment” is concerned; the “G” also in- 
dicates a “vehicle employed to launch and/or 
propel other aerospace vehicles.” 


THE AF IS TELLING its people not to refer 
to the new lightweight blue Shade 84 uniform 
as a summer garb. It’s designed for all-season 
wear. AF policy is that both the lightweight 
and heavyweight material are authorized for 
year-around wear. The Tan Shade 193 and Shade 
505 uniforms are exclusively summer uniforms. 


ARMY R&D CHIEF Lt. Gen. Arthur G. Tru- 
deau is urging that industry and universities 
provide sabbatical leaves at least once every 
5 years during which there would be a switch 
of jobs to attain broader perspective. General 
Trudeau, a colorful speaker, warns against 
“bench-blindness” on the industrial side and 
“lecture lock” on the academic. 


AN ANESTHESIOLOGIST, Lt. Col. John A. 
Jenicek, is President of the Regular Course at 
the Army Command and General Staff College, 
Ft. Leavenworth, Kans. He also has been elected 
President of the Military Society of Anesthe- 
siologists. 


A QUICK CHECK AT THE CAPITOL this 
week revealed that Representatives and Senators 
already are receiving protests from Service 
families regarding Pentagon plans (The Journal 
16 December) to impose a $1 out-patient visit 
fee. A House Armed Services Committee mem- 
ber, Representative Bob Wilson (D-Calif.), 
whose San Diego area includes thousands of 
Service family members, has attacked the plan.

Rep. Wilson Flays $1 MediCare Proposal; 


Says Families Want More Consideration 


HE Pentagon’s $1 out-patient charge for military families using Armed Forces 
anniias facilities has come under sharp attack from Representative Bob Wilson 
(R-Calif) of the House Armed Services Committee. 

He told THe JourNaL the $1 charge would, in effect, boost living costs for 
military families “at a time when we ought to be improving their pay.” 

If imposition of the charge would result in better service to military families 
by cutting patient load and enabling them to “get appointments they can’t get 
now,” Congressman Wilson said he would favor it, But, he added, “I don’t think 
the charge would solve anything. The dependents are not malingering. They don’t 
go to the doctor just for a runny nose. Parents actually hesitate before they use 
Service medical facilities. It has to be something serious because they know they 
will have to go through an awful lot before they are taken care of. They always 
have to endure a long wait.” 

The $1 charge “would look like nothing,” he said, “if they could get prompt 


treatment.” 


The Congressman, who is Chairman of the Republican Congressional Cam- 
paign Committee, and who represents the San Diego area, said dependent care 
is “building up to a major problem again.” He said “military families in my area 
feel that they are entitled to more consideration than they are receiving. 

“The $1 charge would not get to the heart of the problem, and I don’t think 
it would eliminate a lot of people.”

reserve components, not on active duty, are 
permitted to use their military titles in con- 
nection with commercial enterprises. Such 
use of military titles shall in no way cast dis- 
credit on the military services or the De- 
partment of Defense.

TO PROVIDE A GUIDE ON ETHICAL 
STANDARDS TO GOVERNMENT 
OFFICIALS 


WHEREAS the maintenance of high ethical 
and moral standards in the conduct of the 
functions of the Federal Government is a mat- 
ter of continuing concern: and 

WHEREAS it is incumbent upon those who 
occupy positions of the highest responsibility 
and authority to set an impeccable example: 

NOW, THEREFORE, by virtue of the au- 
thority vested in me as President of the 
United States, it is hereby ordered as follows: 

1. This Order shall apply to all heads and 
assistant heads of departments and agencies, 
full-time members of boards and commissions 
appointed by the President, and members of 
the White House Staff. 


2. No such officiai shall engage in any out- 
side employment or other outside activity not 
compatible with the full and proper discharge 
of the responsibilities of his office or position 
It shall be deemed incompatible with such dis- 
charge of responsibilities for any such official 
to accept any fee, compensation, gift, payment 
of expenses, or any other thing of monetary 
value in circumstances in which acceptance 
may result in, or create the appearance of, 
resulting in: 

(a) Use of public office for private gain;

6. Each department and agency head shall 
review or issue internal directives appropriate 
to his department or agency to assure the 
maintenance of high ethical and moral stand- 
ards therein.

DIGEST OF STATUTORY PROVISIONS 


A. Criminal Statutes Relating to Depart- 

ment of Defense Personnel 

The following activities may subject DoD 
personnel to criminal penalty under the stat- 
utes cited: 

1. Asking, accepting, or agreeing to receive 
as a bribe or graft, directly or indirectly, any 
money, contract, or other thing of value, 
either (a) with the intent to have any of their 
official decisions or actions influenced there- 
by, or (b) for giving to or procuring or aiding 
to procure for any person a Government con- 
tract (18 U.S.C. 202 and 216). 

2. Receiving or agreeing to receive, directly 
or indirectly, compensation for services ren- 
dered by themselves or another in relation to 
any proceeding, contract, or claim before any 
department or agency where the United States 
is directly or indirectly interested (18 U.S.C. 
281). 

3. Acting as agent or attorney in prosecut- 
ing any claim against the Government or as- 
sisting in the prosecution of any such claim 
otherwise than in the proper discharge of offi- 
cial duties (18 U.S.C. 283). 

4. Transacting business as officers or agents 
of the United States with any corporation, 
firm, or partnership in the profits of which 
they are directly or indirectly interested (18 
U.S.C. 434). 

5. Receiving from any source other than the 
Federal or any locai Government any com- 
Pensation in connection with their Govern- 
ment services (18 U.S.C. 1914). However, any 
Reserve officer ordered to active duty, and 
any person who is inducted into the armed 
forces under the Universal Military Training 
and Service Act, who, before being ordered 


to active duty or inducted, was receiving com- 
pensation from any person may, while serv- 
ing on active duty, receive compensation from 
that person (10 U.S.C. 1033, and sec. 4(f), 
Universal Military Training and Service Act, 
as amended, 50 U.S.C. App. 454(f)). 

B. Statutes Relating Specifically to Former 

Personnel 

1. It is unlawful for former DoD personnel, 
within two years after their incumbency, to 
prosecute or act as counsel, attorney, or agent 
for prosecuting any claim against the United 
States which involves any subject matter di- 
rectly connected with which such personnel 
were employed or performed duty (18 U.S.C. 
284). 

The Attorney General has construed 18 
U.S.C. 284 to mean that every person who 
has been employed in any Government agen- 
cy, including commissioned officers assigned 
to duty in such agencies, is prohibited for a 
period of two years after such employment or 
service has ceased from representing in any 
manner or capacity any interest opposed to 
the United States in any matter with which 
such person was directly connected during the 
time he was in Government service. ‘‘Claim 
against the U. S."’ in section 284 has been 
judicially ‘‘limited to demands against the 
Government for money or for property.”’ 
However, the Department of Justice has also 
advised that the statute was not designed to 
go beyond specific matters or cases upon 
which a person worked or concerning which 
he gained information while employed by the 
Government. Where a person acquires or ex- 
pands his professional knowledge in some par- 
ticular field while in Government service, he 
is entitled to use that professional knowledge

2. Section 113 of the Renegotiation Act, as 
amended, prohibits any person who has been 
employed in the Department from prosecut- 
ing at any time any claim against the United 
States involving any subject matter directly 
connected with which such person was so em- 
ployed (sec. 113, Act of March 23, 1951. as 
amended, 50 U.S.C. App. 1223). Although this 
statute does not prescribe any criminal pen- 
alty for violation of this provision, it con- 
stitutes a Congressional policy that former 
personnel should not prosecute any such 
claims at any time 

C. Statutory Provisions Specifically Apply- 

ing to Regular Retired Officers 

1. Except as set forth in paragraphs a and b 
below, Regular retired officers are ‘‘officers 
of the United States’’ for the purpose of 
bringing them within the statutes cited in 
paragraph A above. However, 18 U.S.C. 434 
relates to representing the Government in 
transacting business with a private concern, 
and 18 U.S.C. 1914 relates to receiving com- 
pensation from a private source in connection 
with services performed for the Government. 
Therefore, neither 18 U.S.C. 434 nor 18 U.S.C. 
1914 applies to a Regular retired officer who 
is not representing or performing services 
for the United States. In addition, 18 U.S.C. 
202 and the first paragraph of 18 U.S.C. 216 
(see paragraph A 1(b) above) do not apply 
to Regular retired officers who are not repre- 
senting or performing services for the United 
States. 

a. 18 U.S.C. 281 exempts retired officers 
not on active duty from its application, but 
it prohibits a Regular retired officer from 
representing any person in the sale of any- 
thing to the Government through the De- 
partment in whose service he holds a retired 
status. 

b. 18 U.S.C. 283 exempts retired officers not 
on active duty from its application. but it 
prohibits a Regular retired officer from act- 
ing as agent or attorney for prosecuting or 
assisting in the prosecution of any claim 
against the Government. within two years 
after his retirement. involving the Depart- 
ment in which he holds a retired status, It 
also prohibits a Regular retired officer from 
acting as agent or attorney for prosecuting 
or assisting in the prosecution of any claim 
against the Government. at any time, in- 
volving ary subject matter with which he 
was directly connected while on active duty. 


2. No payment from appropriated funds 
may be made to any officer on the retired 
list of the Regular Army, Navy, Marine 
Corps, or Aiv Force for a period of two 
years after his retirement. who for himself 
or for others is engaged in the selling of 


or contracting for the sale of or negotiating 
for the sale of any supplies or war materials 
to any agency of the Department of Defense, 
the Coast Guard, the Coast and Geodetic 
Survey, or the Public Health Service (sec. 
1309, Act of August 7, 1953, 5 U.S.C. 59c). 

3. A retired officer of the Regular Navy 
or Regular Marine Corps is not entitled to 
any payment from the United States while 
ne is engaged for himself or others in sell- 
ing, or contracting or negotiating to sell, 
naval supplies or war materials to the De- 
partment of the Navy (10 U.S.C. 6112(b)). 


D. Regular Navy and Kegular Marine 
Corps Officers 


An officer of the Regula> Navy or the 

















Regular Marine Corps, other than a re- 
tired officer, may not be employed by any 
person furnishing naval supplies or war 
materials to the United States. If such an 
officer is so employed, he is not entitled to 
any payment from the United States dur- 
ing that employment (10 U.S.C. 6112(a)). 

E. Reserves Not on Active Duty or on 

Active Duty for Training 

A Reserve who is not on active duty, and 
a Reserve who is on active duty for train- 
ing, is not considered to be an ‘‘officer 
of the United States'’ for the purposes of 
the foregoing statutes solely because of his 
Reserve status or because of his being on 
active duty for training. 

F. Other Related Criminal Statutes Ap- 

plicable to Conflict of Interests 

The following activities may subject pres- 
ent and former DoD petsonnel to criminal 
penalties: 

1. Aiding, abetting, counseling, command- 

ing, inducing, or procuring another to com- 
mit a crime under the criminal statutes 
cited above. 
Concealing or failing to report to 
proper authorities the commission of a felony 
under any of the criminal statutes cited 
above if such personnel know of the actual 
commission of the crime (18 U.S.C. 4). 

3. Conspiring with one or more other 
persons to commit a crime under any of 
the criminal statutes cited above or to de- 
fraud the United States, if any party to the 
conspiracy does any act to effect the object 
of the conspiracy (18 U.S.C. 371).

USAR, fr CE to 
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Senator Seeks Federal Loans, Pentagon 
Contracts To Develop Air Cargo Fleet 


ENATOR Mike Monroney (D-Okla.) 

has called for a program of guaran- 
teed Government loans to help build a 
fleet of modern civilian cargo aircraft 
ready for instant “emergency” use by 
the Armed Forces, 

He made the proposal at the Wright 
Memorial Dinner in Washington, D. C., 
on 18 December, He was honored with 
one of aviation’s highest awards, the 
Wright Trophy, before a select audience 
of industry leaders, top Government 
officials and ranking military officers. 

Sharply critical of current transport 
trends in civil aviation, Senator Mon- 
roney said “We are in the process of 
dragging the American aviation industry 
kicking and screaming into the air cargo 

” 

He said “the development and mod- 
ernization of specialized carriers pro- 
viding contract services to the Depart- 
ment of Defense should be encouraged, 
and the modernization of their equip- 
ment facilitated by the program of 
guaranteed loans.” 

The Senator observed that “the only 
long-range cargo aircraft in use by 
American carriers is produced in 
Canada” and the “only short-range 
turbo-prop cargo plane in use is pro- 
duced in England.” 

There is, he said, too much “one-track” 
thinking in the industry. Aviation prog- 
ress in America “is moving in the direc- 
tion of fewer manufacturers employing 
fewer people to produce fewer, bigger, 
faster, and more expensive aircraft, 
operated by fewer crews, working for 
fewer airlines to provide less frequent 
service at higher costs to fewer of 
America’s cities.” 

Senator Monroney said the industry 
has had an “alarming” employment fall- 
off in aircraft production, has lost more 
than a thousand pilots and co-pilots to 
the jet transition, and will suffer profit 
losses exceeding $30 million dollars this 
year. 

An important element of air power is 
being lost, he said, “that of variety, the 
capability of American aviation to pro- 
vide the equipment and the managerial 
and operational skill to provide every 
needed type of aviation service, both 
here and abroad.” 

Of the steps that can be taken “to 
reverse the trend toward over-specializa- 
tion,” Senator Monroney said “the most 





obvious opportunity” lies in the field of 
air cargo, and “there is some indication 
that the industry is now prepared to try 
to live and grow in the new era.” 

He predicted that “there will be a 
market for the civilian counterpart of 
the military C-141" now under develop- 
ment and the first long-range turbine- 
powered cargo airplane to be produced 
in the United States. But, he said, “it 
is obvious that an air cargo system can- 
not be built exclusively upon a single, 
large-capacity, long-range aircraft.” The 
growth of air cargo also will “require 
short-range and medium-range aircraft 
of smaller size.” 

Senator Monroney declared that “the 
growth of civil cargo capacity is directly 
related to military mobility. It is neither 
feasible nor necessary to maintain in 
the active military inventory all of the 
aircraft which would be required for 
strategic movement of troops and equip- 
ment in the event of an emergency. 

“Government policy must actively en- 
courage the maximum development of 
civil cargo capacity, and Government 
traffic must be offered as an inducement 
to air carriers to obtain modern cargo 
aircraft. And that inducement must be 
more direct, specific and consistent than 
it has been to date. 

“Just as financial assistance in the 
form of guaranteed loans has been pro- 
vided to local service carriers to permit 
their modernization, so guaranteed 
loans should be provided to permit 
carriers to procure modern cargo equip- 
ment which would be available for sup- 
port of the military establishment in 
time of emergency.” 

The Senator, who is Chairman of the 
Senate Aviation Subcommittee, became 
the fourteenth recipient of the coveted 
Wright Brothers Memorial Trophy. Long 
identified with the cause of aviation, he 
has been chairman of the Senate sub- 
committee since 1955 and has sponsored 
numerous aviation measures including 
the Federal Aviation Act of 1958 which 
established the Federal Aviation Agency. 

The Trophy was presented by Miss 
Jacqueline Cochran, President of the Na- 
tional Aeronautic Association. Presiding 
at the Memorial Dinner was Edward 
W. Virgin, President of the Aero Club 
of Washington, The toastmaster for the 
evening was FAA Administrator Najeeb 
E. Halaby.

SENATOR SEES A “VISION OF THE FUTURE” 


F the trend toward bigger, faster, fewer and more expensive aircraft con- 
tinues, Senator Monroney said, here is “a possible vision of the future”: 
“The year is 1975, The place, one of the four airports in the United 
States with 30,000-foot runways—located on the Mojave Desert and serving 
the West Coast. You are one of the some 1,000 or 2,000 people in the U. S. 
who can still afford to fly, and are about to board one of the 12 supersonic 
transports operated by America’s three air carriers. This particular flight 
provides service to Europe, Africa and the Middle East—landing at a 30,000- 
foot runway on the Sahara Desert near Algiers. 

“After you are seated the Captain speaks: ‘Welcome aboard Pan-American 
Trans-World Northwest Orient Airlines Flight No, 2 to the Eastern Hem- 
isphere. We will be cruising at 50,000 feet at a speed of 1,200 miles per hour. 
Dinner will be served in the forward dining room 15 minutes after we are 
airborne, Afterwards there will be movies in the rear lounge, dancing on 
the upper observatory deck, and swimming on the lower deck. The locker 
rooms are located in the forward part of the lower deck for those who 
desire to swim. For passengers who prefer bowling, the lanes are located 
in the right wing, and the badminton courts will be found in the left wing. 
Now we will ask you to fasten your seat belts. We are sure you will have 
a pleasant flight if we can just get this big ‘son-of-a-gun’ off the ground.’”

The Pentagon is preparing to release 
a pamphlet on Civil Defense which will 
spell out in detail the policies and plans 
on this area. 


Following is the statement on the 
U. S. Civil Defense Program by Deputy 
Secretary Gilpatric: 


AM able to announce today the sub- 

stance of the next phase in the 
President’s Civil Defense program, which 
will be presented to the Congress in 
January. The President’s proposals put 
the emphasis on community fallout 
shelters by offering incentive payments 
to cover a part of the cost of providing 
fallout shelter in schools, hospitals and 
public welfare institutions. 


The Federal Government is already 
engaged in a program to identify, mark 
and equip fallout shelter space in exist- 
ing structures. The Federal program 
also provides for technical assistance to 
state and local civil defense programs, 
including information on how to build 
and operate community shelters and 
low-cost family shelters. 

The proposed program would provide 
federal grants of something less than 
actual cost for every shelter space meet- 
ing approved standards and created by 
public, or private, non-profit institutions, 
engaged in health, education, or welfare 
activities. A substantial number of these 
shelters will undoubtedly be dual pur- 
pose, serving a useful community pur- 
pose, in addition to offering protection 
from radioactive fallout. 

The Federal Shelter Incentive Pro- 
gram is planned to support the con- 
struction of some 20 million shelter 
spaces in the next fiscal year. The pro- 
posed Program would be retroactive in 
effect, to provide incentive payments for 
qualifying projects begun on or after 
January 1, 1962. 

In order to qualify for incentive pay- 
ments, each shelter would have to ac- 
commodate a minimum of 50 people and 
would have to be open for public use in 
time of emergency, under local civil 
defense direction. Upon completion, each 
shelter would be marked and stocked 
with food, water, first-aid kits, and radia- 
tion meters. 

The precise details of the program 
will be spelled out in the President’s 
budget message in January, The total 
Civil Defense budget request for FY ’63 
will be in the’ neighborhood of 
$700,000,000. 

The President’s request includes funds 
for federal participation in areas of 
warning, radiological monitoring, and 





training and information above amounts 
available in FY ’62. 

Finally, let me say a word about 
where the responsibility lies for Civyi] 
Defense. 

An effective civil defense requires the 
participation of every citizen. It calls 
for advance planning at every level of 
government—local, state, and national, 
This planning must be flexible enough 
to adapt itself to changes in enemy 
weapons and tactics. It must be compre. 
hensive enough to cover people living 
under widely different conditions from 
ranch houses, to apartment houses, to 
frame cottages. 

The primary defense obligation of the 
Federal Government is to build and 
maintain enough deterrent power to 
make an enemy attack unlikely. This 
deterrent demands a major effort in 
men, money and organization, now and 
for the foreseeable future. 

The responsibility for civil defense is 
vested by statute jointly in the Federal 
Government and the states. Until this 
year, there has been little interest, and 
less money available, for civil defense, 
so that these responsibilities have not 
been defined precisely. Now we have 
launched a major program. This pro- 
gram will require, and is receiving, sub- 
stantial Federal funds; but no program 
that affects every community in the 
United States can succeed without the 
clear assumption of operating responsi- 
bility by state and local government. 

The responsibility of the Federal 
Government is 
the nature of the threat which the civil 
defense program must be designed to 
meet; second, to prepare information 
about the threat and how it can be met; 
third, to bear a major part of the costs 
of certain kinds of civil defense activi- 
ties where such sharing will stimulate 
state and local and private activities; 
and, fourth, to provide technical as- 
sistance through state and local channels 
for civil defense planning and activity. 

An individual must be able to look to 
some agency of his state or local gov- 
ernment for advice and assistance on 
civil defense planning, just as he looks 
to them for police and fire protection 
services. By the same token, the respon- 
sibility for organizing community civil 
defense protection falls on the states, 
and, through them, on local government 
units. Because the job is an extraordi- 
narily difficult one, the Federal Govern- 
ment is preparing to assist the states 
with technical help and matching funds 
for certain programs. A more detailed 
fact sheet on the new program has 
already been made available for you. 

The booklet, “Fallout Protection,” has 
gone to the printers. Copies will be 
available for the press late this month, 
and for the general public beginning 
early in January.

Capitol Policy 
On Ethics Code 


(SEE PAGE 9) 

This is the text of a Concurrent Reso- 
lution of the House of Representatives, 
with Senate concurrence, which declares 
“it is the sense of the Congress that the 
following Code of Ethics should be ad- 
hered to by all Government employees, 
including officeholders.” 

This statement is published in con- 
nection with the release by the Penta- 
gon of a directive on “Standards of 
Conduct,” which spells out new rules 
for post-retirement employment, par- 
ticularly among Regular officers. (See 
Pages 9 and 15.) 

Resolved by the House of Representatives 
(the Senate concurring), That it is the sense 
of the Congress that the following Code of 
Ethics should be adhered to by all Govern- 
ment employees, including officeholders: 

CODE OF ETHICS FOR GOVERNMENT 

SERVICE 

Any person in Government service should: 

1. Put loyalty to the highest moral princi- 
ples and to country above loyalty to persons, 
party, or Government department. 

2. Uphold the Constitution, laws, and legal 
regulations of the United States and of all 
governments therein and never be a party to 
their evasion. 

3. Give a full day’s labor for a full day’s 
pay; giving to the performance of his duties 
his earnest effort and best thought. 

4. Seek to find and employ more efficient 
and economical ways of getting tasks accom- 
plished. 

5. Never discriminate unfairly by the dis- 
pensing of special favors or privileges to any- 
one, whether for remuneration or not; and 
never accept, for himself or his family, favors 
or benefits under circumstances which might 
be construed by reasonable persons as influ- 
encing the performance of his governmental 
duties 

6. Make no private promises of any kind 
binding upon the duties of office, since a Gov- 
ernment employee has no private word which 
can be binding on public duty 
7. Engage in no business with the Govern- 
ment, either directly or indirectly, which is 
inconsistent with the conscientious perform- 
ance of his governmental duties. 

8. Never use any information coming to him 
confidentially in the performance of govern- 
mental duties as a means for making private 
profit. 

9. Expose corruption wherever discovered. 
10. Uphold these principles, ever conscious 
that public office is a public trust.

COAST GUARD GETS NUCLEAR-POW ERED BUOY 


HE Coast Guard has launched a 26-foot-high nuclear powered seven-ton 

navigation buoy. Power for its flashing light comes from a drum-sized 
generator at its base, designed and built for the Atomic Energy Commission 
by the Martin Marietta Corporation. The system is expected to operate 10 
years or more without refueling. 

The generator, called SNAP-7A and the latest in a series of “Systems 
for Nuclear Auxiliary Power” under development by the AEC, is the first, 
to operate under water. 

After a preliminary test in Arundel Cove, Md., the buoy will be trans- 
ferred to a point in the Chesapeake Bay, opposite the mouth of the Potomac 
River for about six months where its performance will be checked regularly 
by the Coast Guard. The adjustable light blinks on every five seconds, and 
in clear weather it can be seen for several miles. 

Heart of the atomic generator is a four-sided fuel block loaded with 
strontium-90 in the form of insoluble ceramic pellets. As the radioactive ma- 
terial decays inside the block, it generates heat which is converted directly 
into electrical energy by 60 pairs of thermoelectric elements. 

A Martin Marietta engineer said, the generator is rugged enough even 
to survive an accidental] ramming without releasing its fuel. Once in place, 
the radiation it emits at the surface of the water during operation is less 
than what is normally present in the atmosphere because of cosmic rays. 
No radiation at all is induced in the surrounding water, 

Even with its thick shielding of depleted uranium, SNAP-7A weighs 
only about a ton—or at least 500 pounds less than the lead-acid batteries 
it replaces in the navigation buoy. Far more important, however, is the fact 
that the generator should require only two routine maintenance checks dur- 
ing its 10-year life. Batteries in use presently must be replaced at least once 
a year; and the operation is a difficult and costly one. 

Capt. Ralph D, Dean, Chief of the Testing and Development Division of 
the Coast Guard’s Office of Engineering, said: “Successful testing and even- 
tual adoption of isctope-powered generators should greatly simplify the 
maintenance of the many remote lights, lighthouses, buoys and beacons op- 
erated by the Coast Guard.”
